Chicago and Northwestern Sys- 
tem Probably to Buy Control. 


~ 


VANDERBILTS NEED ROAD. 


Price Said to Be 40 for Common and 
80 for Preferred Stock. 


It is learned from reliable authority that in 
all probability the Chicago and Alton will 
become a part of the Chicago and North- 
western railway system. 

Negotiations, it is said, have been in 
progress between E. H. Harriman, who con- 
trols the Alton, and Marvin Hughitt, the 
president of the Northwestern, for several 
weeks, and matters have progressed so far 
as to leave little room for doubt that the con- 
solidation will take place as soon as the 
United States Supreme court has announced 
its decision in the Northern Securities case. 

The Northwestern, it is said, will take a 
majority of the Alton railway’s common 
stock at 40 and the preferred stock at 80. 
This would give the Northwestern control of 
the Alton railway company, which operates 
the Alton railroad, while the Alton railroad 
company would remain in the control of the 
Harriman syndicate. 


Vanderbilt Roads Need Alt:n. 

This story is much more plausible than the 
reports heretofore circulated that the Alton 
would be sold to either the Union Pacific or 
the Illinois Central, or that it is to be amal- 
gamated with the Kansas City Southern. 
The Northwestern, which is controlled by the 
Vanderbilts, as well as the Vanderbilt lines 
east from Chicago, long have been fn need 
of an independent outlet from Chicago to 8t. 
Louls and Kansas City. The Alton would 
give them the most direct line to those points. 
The Northwestern does not at present make 
direct connection with the Alton, but the 
construction of a short line from Spring Val- 
ley to Peoria woujd unite the two roads. 


Union Pacific’s Position. 

The relations between the Chicago and 
Northwestern and the Union Pacific are of 
the closest nature. A traffic alliance exists 
between them which practically makes the 
two roads one line for transcontinental busi- 
ness. The Alton's relations with the Union 
Pacific, both being owned by the same in- 
terests, naturally are close. It forms the 
Union Pacific’s principal connection at Kan- 
gas City, just as does the Northwestern at 
Omaha. ‘The acquisition of the Alton by the 
Northwestern would mean a powerful al- 
liance between the Vanderbilt and Harriman 
interests, which would be quite able to hoid 
in check the aggressiveness of the Gould in- 
terests, who have long been striving to es- 
tablish a line from the Atlantic to the Pacitc 
ocean in direct opposition to the lines con- 


terests.

~ ‘Drouble in Expected. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—[Spectial.]— 
There may be a sensation in congress when 
the action of the Porto Rican assembly be- 
comes known at the capitol. The disposition 
of congress has been to be exceedingly lib- 
eral toward the West Indian islands. A 
resolution recently was passed by the house 
giving the commissioner from Porto Rico all 
the ordinary rights of a delegate from an 
organized territory, including the privilege 
of the floor and the right to address the 
house, although without any vote. 

This action of the house in effect put Porto. 
Rico on the same basis with Arizona or Okla- 
homa, and. gave the isiand privileges much 
‘greater than Alaska has. 

There is not even a shred of sentiment in 
congress looking toward granting statehood 
to Porto Rico or Hawali. If there were, the 
latter group of islands would be taken into 
the union long before.Porto Ricq, because the 
American settlement in Hawaii began long 
ago and the island has been developed prac- 
tically by American capitalists. 


Attribute Action to 


f One or two members of the house seen this 


evening said the Porto Rican assembly prob- 
ably had acted fn entire ignorance of the situ- 
ation. Independence could not be granted 
to Porto Rico at the present time without 
a serious fight In congress. It has been 
granted real territorial government under the 
Foraker law, and the Supreme court of the 
United States last month decided that while 
the people of Porto Rico were not citizens 
of the United States, they were not amena- 
ble to the immigration laws, and were not 
aliens. There is a disposition in congress to 
grant citizenship to the people of Porto Rico 


- because they are near at hand and are largely 


Caucasian. 

The action of the legislature, it is said, wiil 
tend to make congress more cautious, and 
probably will do much toward preventing 
the extending of new privileges to the citizens 
of the island. -

LONDON, Feb. 20.—Not for years has there 
existed such a widespread feeling of nervous 
apprehension as prevails ‘in Europe at the 
present moment. The gjoomiest forebodings 
seem to dominate thé political and financial 
worlds alike. Today especially the wildest 
rumors disturbed all the European capitals. 
Men ordinarily phliegmatic and calm have 
given credence to such reports as the fol- 
lowing:

“Russia, finding her navy and army rot- 
ten and utterly unable to cope with Japan, 
already is seeking to drag in other powers 
in order that the overwhelming disgrace of 
a single handed defeat may be avoided.”’. 
“The sudden departure of the Russian 
and French ambassadors. from’ London is 
interpreted as the severance of diplomatic 
relations.” 
“ War between Turkey and Bulgaria will 
begin within a week.” |. 
“The threatened revolution in Spain has 
begun and the whole army is called to the 
colors.”

Goes to Bid Son Farewell. 

The Russian embassy said positively that 
Count Benckendorff had gone to St. Peters- 
burg for three days to bid farewell to his son, 
who is going to the far east with his regiment. 
The embassy added that the ambassador's 
journey was in no way connected with his 
position as ambassador. The foreign office 
here ‘confirms this. M. Cambon has gone to 
Paris on matters. touching the Balkan af- 
fairs. 

It s small wonder that such an array of 
bin Fumore caused a panic on the Paris 
boursejand genuinely alarmed all Europe.

Preparations Only Normal. 

The uneasiness exhibited on the continent 
in regard to the possibility that a European 
“war may ensue: from the struggle in the far 
east is not shared by Great Britain. No 
power has made such complete naval prep- 
aration for every,contingency, and yet. no- 
where is confidence greater that the hos- 
tilities may be confined to Russia and Japan 
than it is in London. 

The naval and military preparations an- 
nounced from continental capitals are re- 
garded here as being mere common sense 
measures which any power must adopt, how- 
ever remote the contingency of.their employ- 
ment may appear. It is also thought that 
the lull in the actual war news has led many 
European correspondents to employ their 
spare time in exaggerating the continental!

War Now.Is Imminent. 

War may not be a question of days, but it 
undoubtedly is imminent. The sultan has 
taken courage, now that he believes the 
pressure has been removed so far as Russia is 
concerned, and he openly declares his pur-

He is rapidly mobilizing his armies on the 
Bulgarian frontier, in the vicinity of Phillip- - 
opolis. and his purpose to begin war almost 
immediately is patent to all.

- It is this danger which chiefly occupies the 
attention of the European powers at present.

The matter was fully considered 
in the British cabinet this week, and M. Cam- 
bon, after a long consultation with Lord 
Lansdowne, went to Paris this afternoon to 
arrange for joint action with his government.

“SAINT” OF THE MORMONS 
DIES AT THE AGE OF 98.. 


| Mrs. Sarah C. Bigler, One of the Earli 


Converts to Religion Founded by 
Joseph Smith, Whose Life She Saved. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Feb. 20.—[Special. ]— 
Mrs. Sarah C. Bigler, beloved by all Mormons 
as ‘ St. Sarah,” is dead at Plymouth, Elder 
county, aged 98 years. Old age was the 
cause. 

“St. Sarah” was one of the earliest con- 
verts to the religion founded by Joseph 
Smith, and she passed through all the trou- 
bles that attended the early days of the 
Mormon.church. She was a friend of the 
** prophet,”” and was his companion during 
the most trying years. 

Twice she saved Smith’s life. In Jackson 
county, Mo., when a mob was seeking his 
death, Mrs. Bigler secreted him in her house, 
and, disguising him in her own clothing, 


+ enabled him to escape, Later, when Smith 


and his brother were forced to flee from 
Kirtland, O., pursued by men who would 
kill them, “‘ St. Sarah ”’ led the mob astray 
and thus aided the Mormon leaders to make 
their escape. At the time of the killing of 
the Smith brothers in the Carthage jail 


$t. Sarah ’’ was living at the Mormon city 


of Nauvoo, Ill., and with the other Mormons 
was driven from home by mobs. In com- 
pany with the Brigham Young expedition 
she crossed the plains to the new Zion in the 
valley of Salt lake. 

Mrs. Bigler was revered by the peopie of 
her faith. ° It was said she had a revelation 
of the death of the *‘ prophet ”’ several days 
before the tragedy at Carthage.

RUSSO-JAPANESP CONFLICT MAK-

Silent Evening, Small Oriental At- 
tendant of Mrs. Fernando Jones, 


Life to Blood Lust of Large Cossack 
im Retinue of Baron von Ferson—I 


‘Says the Czar’s Subject. 


Hostilities in the Russo-Japanese war yes- 
terday came near being transferred to the 
peaceful Prairie avenue residence of Mrs. 
Fernando Jones, wife of Chicago’s oldest 
settler. 

Mrs. Jones has a diminutive Japanese serv- 
ant with an eighteen syllable name, meaning, 
amongst numerous other things, “ Silent 
Evening.”” Baron Eugene de Fersen of Mos- 
cow, visiting Chicago as the guest of Baron 
Schlippenbach, has a giant Cossack valet 
with a guttural cognomen that sounds like 
a drill sergeant’s *“‘hrum!’’ These were the 
forces of the opposing sides in yesterday's 
encounter. The Jones residence at 1834 
Prairie avenue was the theater of opera- 
tions, and a narrow escape from violence and 
sudden death was the eventual outcome. 


Little Jap Sees an Apparition. 
Baron de Fersen went to pay an afternoon 
call upon Mrs. Jones, whom he had met 
while -on a visit here three years ago. 
Hrum”’ accompanied him, perched upon 
the box seat of the brougham. Silent Evén- 


ing heard the Muscovite party ring the 


Jones doorbell and hastened to throw the 
portals wide open. The first thing he saw 
was six feet ten inches of Cossack, glaring 
grimly down upon him. The next thing 
which pierced his startled intelligence was 
the realization that the Cossack wore a 
flowing green robe handsomely embellished 
with many hooked knives and shining cart- 
ridge belts. 

The terrible apparition was too much for 
the little Jap. He forgot the glories of Port 
Arthur and Chemulpo. His,knees knocked 
together and his heart. became as water. 
His tray shook so that the cards of the 
visitors fell off upon the floor. But his fears 
apparently were needless. The stoical Slav 


passed him by without a word and stood at at- 


tention while his master entered the draw- 
ing room. 


Cossack Is Bloodthirsty. 

The call took place, “ Hrum” and Silent 
Evening occupying separate anterooms. As 
Baron de Fersen left the house at the con- 
clusion of his visit he said to his immense 
fellow countryman: 


Japanese?’’ 

The big Cossack looked dazed. Born and 
bred on the plains of central Russia he 
never had seen a subject of the mikado, and 
so had not identified the little yellow serv- 
ant as one of the blood enemies of the great 
white czar. . 

“TI shall kill him with my bare hands, ex- 
cellency,” he said, without emotion, turning 
on his heel to reénter the house. 


Strictly Forbidden to Murder. 


The simple code of the Cossack took no 
account of the immunity bestowed by resi- 
dence in a neutral land. He saw an enemy 
of his country and no other course than to 
kill him. It took his master’s sternest com- 
mands to keep him from performing this ob- 
vious patriotic duty. At last the huge Rus- 
sian heaved himself up to the box seat and 
was driven away, aggrieved and puzzled, 
while Silent Evening peered out of the base- 


ment window in blissful ignorance of his nar- 
row escape.

The report on the proposed high pressure 
water system for fire protection sib- 
mitted yesterday by George W. Jackson; the 

ulic engineer appointed to draw plans 
for the commission, to the executive com- 
mittee of the commission. It was voted to 
submit the plans to the advisory board 6 
insurance experts and to publish the repo 
in full. 

The high pressure water commission wis 
created by act of the council last July, and 
was appointed ten days later.

Deals Also with Sewage Problem. 

The report includes suggestions for a sys- 
jtem of high pressure to remedy the insani- 
tary condition of the present system of sewer- 
age.

! Thereupon the governor has stepped over 
the other fellow and has taken the greater 
share of delegates away from the man who 
atruck the blow. 

_ If the formation of combinations proceeds 
along the lines hitherto followed, and if the 
game results are reached, Yates will be 
found in possession of delegations which 

ht have been counted on against him. 


. Wins in Hostile Territory. . 

In the last week he has secured delegates 
who naturally would have been against him 
in counties where the sentiment is against 
him and where he could not have expected to 
win against the stronger candidates. He 
has won out and the other candidates are 
beginning to wonder how many more combi- 
nations it willgequire to nominate him. 

He has succeeded in dividing his enemies’ 
forces and in hitting each of them sepa- 
rately, and a half dozen counties are covered 
with the remnants of an anti-Yates force. 

“We'll end in nominating Yates,”’ said a 
politician last week, This same candidate 
was tin the act of rubbing his own nose where 
a whack Intended for the governor had land- 
ed. And a short time before he had swung 
off to knock Yates into a neighboring coun- 
ty and had succéeded in putting another as- 
pirant out of business. 

Democrats who want Yates renominated 
are aiding the misapplied efforts of the 
other candidates wherever the opportunity 
is presented. There have been charges in 
several counties that democratic votes have 
swelled the Yates totals at primaries. Once 
the governor has the renomination and 
there will be a scramble among democratic 

ticlans to get the chance to oppose him. 

f he. does not get it the democatic nomina- 

tion is apt to go begging among these same 


Yates’ managers are claiming 204 dele- 
gates for him now, but this estimate has no 
Sound basis. Without regard to the prima- 
riea of yesterday he may have a few over 
a hundred, and a good proportion of these 
have been gained through the unfortunate 
efforts of other candidates. . 

Mr. Hamlin was the man who felt the ef- 
fects of the tactics in Logan county. There 
he had a plurality of delegates and only 
lacked ten of having a majority over Yates 
and Warner. What happened is well known. 
The reasons for it are variously stated. By 
the Yates men it is asserted that Hamlin 
was offered a combination that would enable 
him to carry the convention and take the 
majority of the delegates, and‘that he re- 
fused, saying that he was strong enough to 
carry it single handed, and that he deserved 
all the delegates. 

By the Hamlin men it is said that the offer 
made by Yates was one which would have 
given the governor the larger share of the 
spoils, and which wou!d have left the attor- 
ney general, who really carried the county, 
‘to get along with the small end. 

“The proposals the Yates people made 
were simply beyond reason,” said one of the 
Hamlin men, “and we could not accept 
them.”’ 

The result was a combination of Yates and 
Warner, in which Yates took five delegates 
and Warner four, leaving Hamlin nothing. 


In Northern Counties. 

The northern part of the state offers an- 
other illustration of this three handed fight- 
ing, out of which Yates has come with the 
spoils. Mr. Deneen was welcomed in Carroll 
and Whiteside counties as a force which 
could tear down the Lowden defenses. The 
Lowden supporters cried out against him, 
and the Yates men smiled ase he made a vig- 
orous campaign through the two counties 
and up in Jo Daviess. 

As a result of the conventions in both coun- 
ties Yates hes seventeen out of twenty-three 
delegates, Lowden has five, and Deneen one, 
and that one not any too strongly counted on. 

For the better part of two weeks’ work in 
the two counties Mr. Deneen gets one doubt- 
ful delegate and Gov. Yates gets about three- 
fourths of the two delegations. 

Then there is Peoria county with a like 
story. It is said with every appearance of 
plausibility that the majority of the voters 
in the county were anti-administration. In 
the city @ great many also were anti-Sher- 
man. 

They did not like Yates and they did not 
like Sherman, so they took Lowden. Then 
there were other districts which were strong. 
ly Sherman. In the city itself the race was 
so close that it is said that fifty votes in one 
ward would have turned the scale against 
the governor. 


Say “Floaters” Voted. 

Tt is also charged that “floaters” were 
Drought in from the neighboring countryside 
and that the republican vote in several wards 
was swelled énormously. 

When the delegates got into convention it 
Was apparent that Sherman was completely 
out of the running. His friends accused 
the local Lowden men of betraying them and 
of working both with and against him. Yates 
and Lowden had the convention firmly in 
their grasp and Yates had hold of the bigger 
end of it. | 

- Then commenced a struggle with con- 
science. Yates wanted a solid delegation. 
There would be no effort to instruct, but he 


+ Wanted to pick the delegates and that would 


Have. been as good as instruction. Certain 
pledges were out to anti- Yates men who were 
glamoring for the redemption of them and 
efter a six hours’ tussie with conscience 
the idea of a solid delegation was abandoned. 

At that the Lowden managers had the op- 


“portunity to declare that they had been 


betrayed by Yates or at least they found 
something that served as an opportunity, 
The exact standing of the delegation was in 
doubt, but the latest returns from Peoria 
county give Yates twenty-two of the twenty- 
agg giving Sherman none and Lowden 
ve. 

In these four counties the Yates managers 
have edapted their tactics so well to the con- 
ditions in each that of a total of fifty-nine 
delegates Yates has taken forty-four and 
has left his opponents fifteen to be divided 
up in three ways.

is alleged that certain 
gbrewd club owners in the minor circuits 
ave made friendly arrangements with clubs 
fa higher classes to draft a number of their 
pest players, not for the use of the drafting 
elub, but with the understanding that the 
players shall be returned in the spring tb 
the club from which they were drafted. .In 
this way, it is claimed, a good minor league 
team may be kept intact, while less provi- 
dent managers lose their all 
draft. This is made possible by the new 
clause in the agreement which provides thalt 
@ drafted player, when released within a 
certain length of time by’the drafting club, 
shall revert to the club from which he was 
taken. Before that provision was made the 
minors were always kicking because players 
gould be dra and then sold or farmed 
to any club at The choice of the drafting club, 
ft frequently happening that *good players 
eame back to strengthen a rival club to the 
one from which they wére takén.. The clause 
was inserted to prevent that and help to bar 
the farming evil, but the misors are still 
kicking. As .a matter of fact, the chances 
ofa really good player reverting to a minor 
jeague, after being drafted, are small. Mere- 
lye by way of illustration, suppose the Cleve- 
land club drafts a number of players from 
a club in a class C league. The provision is 
‘that such players, if released within a fixed 
period, shall revert to the club from which 
‘they are drafted. But before the Cleveland 
club can release any player on its list that 
club must notify the other seven clubs in 
its circuit, any one of which can claim the 
player and prevent his “ reverting.”’ If none 
of the American league clubs wants the 
player, then, according to a recent ruling 
of the national commission, the ‘‘ secondary 
Graft’ can be put in operation, whereby the 
said player can be drafted by any clubina 
class A or class B league, even if the draft- 
ing period specified for those classes shall ; 
have expired. It can readily be seen that 
-Any player who has given promise enough 
, to justify the belief that he will last in faster 
~fcompany than that from which he was draft- 
,ed, is not likely to revert to his former club 
+ when so many other major and minor league 
felubs have the right to claim him. Even 
when a player is drafted to a class imme-: 
diately above that which he occupied, an: 
sentire league must waive clatm to him be- 
fore he can be released or revert to his for- 
mer team. The minors may save a few 
mediocre players by the method pointed out, 
but not often a good player.

Sharkey. and Munroe. Battle 
Degenerates Into a Phil-

That the Winner May 
Fight Jeffries. 


{BY GEORGE SILER.) 

After months of powwowing. the much 
talked of Tom Sharkey-Jack Munroe match, 
which, when made, was to bea long distance 
affair, will come up for settlement. at. Phila- 
delphia next Saturday night: Ever since. 
Munroe worried through four rounds with 
Champion Jeffries at Butte, Mont., the fight 
fans have been more or less desirous to see 
Jack given a severe tryout. He was given 
an opportunity to fight Jeffries at Los An- 
geles, and, after accepting the money propo- 
sition offered, he turned it down at the last 
minute. 

He then devoted his attention to Peter 
Maher, whom he trimmed in four rounds in 
what was stated as being a slovenly contest. 
Tom O’Rourke then foisted. Al Limerick on 
one of the Boston Athletic clubs, and Mun-. 
roe was selected to test his‘championship 


-aspirations, which he did so quickly, and 


to the disgust of all concerned, that Limerick 
has not been heard of since. This victory, 
discreditable though it was, added a mite 
to Munroe’s fighting stock, and the clamor 
for a tilt with a known good fighter was in- 
creased. 

Then came his match with Sharkey, fol- 
lowed with requests for bids for the con- 
test, which, however, were not forthcom- 
ing. With no town open to them to battle 
over six: rounds, they resolved to have it 
out at Philadelphia, where, if they are on 
their feet at the final gong, their records 
will not be marred, as no decision will be 
rendered. 

Sharkey has not been fn a fight worth men, 
tioning since his defeat at the hands of 
Jeffries, but his ring experience and his 
knowledge of the game are so much superior 
to those of Munroe that he should win, pro- 
vided Jack does not show. better form than 
in his two previous contests. He has placed 
himself under the care of clever ‘‘ Kid ’’ Mc- 
Coy, under whose tuition, it is said, he has 
made great progress. It is even betting, 
though, that Jack, in attempting to hand out 
some of the “ Kid’s’’ corkscrew wallops, 
will lay himself. opem, for one. of . Tom's 
stereotyped wild swings, which, should one 
of them land, will make him ferget all he 
has been taught and a great deal more. 
The contest, despite the fighting abilities 
of the contestants, will be watched with in- 
terest all over the country, because upon 
the result hinges another champtonship 
fight. Jeffries, it is stated, has agreed to 
fight the winner, and selects or to do 
the #rick. 

The big fellaw has not turned a hand, 50 
to speak, since he fought Jim Corbett.’ 
Trainer. Jim Delaney, mére than the cham- 
getting rusty lying “around. He 
‘wants Jeff to fight, and, if he.Had his way 
in the. matter, would match his protégé to 
beat both Munroe and Sharkey in the same 
ring. This would be a novelty,:and, should 
such a match be arranged, Jeff’ would 
step into the ring a topheavy favorite. A 
championship fight between Jeffries and the 
winner of the Munroe-Sharkey contest would 
‘rouse little interest, as the result would be 
a foregone conclusion, but a handicap match, 
because of its novelty, would, &tir up the 
pugilistic world. ‘Jeff’ would. not be 
averse to a match of that kind, but TI ques- 
tion if either Munroe or Sharkey would care 
to go on record as being beaten in the same 
ring by the champion. 

Tom O'Rourke. late pugilistic 
of New York and manager of a crack stable 
of fighters. demands recognition for his one 
lone fighter, Larry Temple. He believes 
Larry can go some in any kind of company 
and backs it up with the following letter: 

‘There has been considerable comment 
_s who is the middleweight champion. 

ob Fitzsimmons claims the honor, so does 
Jack O'Brien, Tommy Ryan, “ Kid ’’ McCoy, 
and several other aspirants. Larry Temple 
is one of the many aspirants who wants a 
chance at once of the many claimants, par- 
ticularly Fitzsimmons, Ryan, and O’Brien, 
who claim they can make the middleweight 
limit, 198 pounds. To show what I think of 


fight them, winner take all. If Temple can- 
not beat any one of them he does not want 
a cent. There is no doubt there will be the 
old worn out cry, ‘we bar color.’ But they 
have all fought colored men. There was 
never a fighter who barred a colored man 
until the colored man was so far advanced 
‘he was afraid of him, and then came the 
lame excuse—color, or * go get a reputation.’ 
Temple has a reputation and has come to 
the front faster than any other middle- 
weight now before the public. They may 
make the same cry now as they did when 
I matched Walcott against Choynski—he is 
too small—but Temple will prove he is a 
champion if they do not fall behind the above 
excuses. He has only one decision against 
him, that by Walcott, whom Ryan has dodged 
for ten years, antO’ Brien knows more about 
Walcott than I care to. tell. 
called middleweights step up and take your 
medicine from * Sooner’ Larry Temple, who 
bars no color.”’ 

O’Rourke overlooked the fact that Billy 
Stift defeated Temple at the American club 
in Chicago. Nevertheless, he is a tough cus- 
tomer. 


That the friends of pugilism are its worst 
enemies, as stated in this column several 
weeks ago, is being thoroughly exemplified 
in San Francisco. The contest between pro- 
moters for the “ Young Corbett ’’-Jimmy 
Britt match and the trouble between Corbett 
and Britt because the first named fighter in- 
sisted on taking on Dave Sullivan before he 
settled his pugilistic differences with the 
Californian, had hardly been smoothed over 
when reports came that Jim Neil, father of 
the bantamweight champion, Frankie Neil, 
threatened to etop fighting in ’Frisco. Neil 
secured the Corbett-Britt match for 
Colma club, which Jimmy later repudiated. 
This caused Neil Sr. to. bedaub himself with 
war paint to an extent noticeable to him- 
self only, as he engaged in no battle. His 
failure to secure the March permit roused his 
ire again, and his war cry now Is, “ There 
will be no more fights in San Francisco. You 
mark my word. There will be no Britt-Cor- 
bett and no Sullivan-Corbett fight. I have 
been done for the last time, and within a 
week I will enter suit, and if my point carries 
it will end the fighting game in this town,"’ 

Jim’s plaint is this. He expected the March 
permit and is promised the April permit, 
which he says is no good, because the date 
for the Corbett-Britt fight has been set for 
the last day in March. He claims Corbett

MICHIGAN TO ABOLISH THANKS- 
GIVING FOOTBALL CONT 


Manager ‘Batra Announces That He Is 
Ready to Take the Lead in Making 
Gridiron Season Shorter—Definitely 
Settled That Ann Arbor Eleven Will 
Not Meet Any of the Western Teams 
on Nov. 24—Snow is Said to Be Dan- 
gerous to Players. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Feb. 20.—[Special.]— 
Manager Charles Baird of Michigan an- 


‘nounces that he‘is ready to take the lead in 


abolishing Thanksgiving football games in 
It is definitely settled that Michi- 
gan will play no western footbal] game next 
Thanksgiving day. 

** No one,”’ says Mr. Baird, “‘ realizes better 
than & manager what a financial loss this 
move will involve. 
the game on the grounds of safety, both to 
the men, sport, and finances. No matter how 
much he needs money, a manager has to 


reckon primarily with the idea that football 
‘is a sport, and if it is: overddne we shall in 
‘the long run lose more-money by injury to 


the sport than we could gain in many 
Thanksgiving’ gate receipts. 

**It is physically dangerous to the teams 
to continue these games, for never does a 
year pass without one of them being played 
in. the snow. Still worse, all the western 
fields are likely to be frozen for two’ weeks 
before Thanksgiving, even when not snow 
covered. The worst football injuries usually 
come from this hard ground, and in the last 
two years practically all Michigan's injuries 
came from frozen earth.”’ 

Manager Baird says that all the big games 
can be played in the shortened season. The 
men can be brought to top form two weeks 
earlier, with much better effects on their 
health. Michigan has a.two weeks’ loafing 
period every fall, for fear that some of the 
men may reach best form too.early. 

Immediately after the close of the football 
season Mr. Baird notified the other western 
colleges that Michigan would not play in 
the west next year after Nov. 15. 

A new side of Yost’s reported bribing of 
Athlete Rose, who entered Michigan on Mon- 
day, has. been circulated here this week. 
Bob Walton, a quarter mile runner who 
visited in California last summer, says Rose's 
intention to enter Michigan was common 
talk. Both the University of California and 
Leland Stanford, Walton found, were not 
sorry to see Rose leave the west. California 
was glad because Leland Stanford would not 
get him, and Stanford was glad because Cali- 
fornia would not get him. 

The Rose case offers a pecullar explana- 
tion of the widespread charges that Michigan 
leads American colleges in bribing athletes 
to Ann Arbor. Many years ago Rose’s 
father graduated from the Michigan law de- 
partment, and this is the real reason why 
his son comes from far off California. Mich- 
igan has many young men who have come 
from distant parts of the United States “only 
to play football,”’ it is charged. With few 
exceptions these young men will be found 
in the law department. Generally the law 
students include nearly half the members 
of a winning Michigan eleven. Some of the 
best of these young men are boys whose 
fathers attended Ann Arbor law schodl long 


‘ago; others are sons of lawyers who enter- 


tain a high regard for the reputation of the 
Ann Arborlawschool. Itisan undented fact 
that young men from the west frequently 
come here in ignorance that there fs a Uni- 
versity of Michigan. They usually know the 
university as the “Ann Arbor law school.” 
Capt. Kellogg of the Michigan track team 
reports that few of Michigan's athletes will 
be barred from the onrty season meets by 


‘reason of conditions.

He is such a high class look- 
ing colt that he might have won the Derby 
here in a manner that would have caused 
turfmen all over the country to turn their 
eyes on him as more than likely to win the 
American Derby. Now he may not be able 
to go to the post for that great classic, and, 
if his leg never gets right, the turf may never 
know how great a horse it lost. 

He is said to have stepped in a hole, but 
it is more than probable the sudden giving 
way of the injured leg gave the lad on his 
impression the colt had stepped in 
a hole. 

Bred and raised “in old Kaintuck 
1901, Bearcatcher came out here in the fall 
of the following year; and 1903 was “nly a 
few weeks old when he began to attract at- 
tention as one of the best 2 year olds among 
a good lot racing here a year ago. Early 
in the spring Garnett Ferguson decided to 
turn out his promising colt at the end of 
the winter racing season and give him every 
chance to grow into a grand young race- 
horse. He turned a deaf ear to all solicita- 
tions for stake entries in the east, and when 
San Francisco's racing came to an end Bear- 
catcher, with The Mighty, Military Man, 
St. George Jr., and Lord Wadsworth re- 
mained in California when all the other 2 
year old cracks went east. - : 


Owner Feels Loss Keenly. 

This winter Bearcatcher’s best form has 
been so good he looked like a colt which was 
certain to win many a good stake, witha fair 
prospect of carrying off the highest honors cf 
his year in the 3 year old classics; and here he 
is laid up with a badly strained leg and noth- 
ing to his credit but half a dozen or more ordi- 
nary purses. 

It is no wonder Ferguson feels keenly such 
cruel luck, and now he says he will not have 
a candidate in the Derby on Monday. Bear- 
catcher was doing so well and was sosuperior 
to his stable companions that no effort was 
made to prepare any of the other colts forthe 
race. Every man and boy around the stable 
was supremely confident Bearcatcher would 
win the California Derby, and none was more 
confident than the young owner whose hopes 
now are shattered. He says he never hada 
horse work better for him, and that the colt 
was doing splendidly. With Miss Betty and 
Bearcatcher he saw hffnself ‘winning both 
the Oaks and the Derby, but the filly hada 
lot of bad luck in her race and then was 
beaten only a length and a half by the win- 
ner, losing the place by a neck; and now his 
grand Derby colt is laid up for repairs. 


Fever Attacks Sacredus. 

Another promising Derby candidate which 
will be an absentee is Sacredus, by Montana 
—Angelique. W. B. Jennings thought well 
of this horse’s chance to win the big race, 
although no hurrah has been made about 
him. The first day after the stable moved 
over to Ingleside for the present meeting 
Sacredus worked a mile and a quarter in 
2:10% with weight up, and with three weeks 
for further improvement his Derby preten- 
sions were considered most favorable in his 
own stable. Unfortunately a week ago he 
was attacked by a slight fever for a day or 
two, and Mr. Jennings’ Derby hopes went 
glimmering. Sacredus is reported to be all 
right again now and doing well, but the set- 
back and interruption in his preparation dis- 
pel all idea of his going to the post for the 
Derby. 

In the face of these disasters it is cheerful. 
to learn that Rockaway may after all face 
the starter on Derby day. The ringbone 
with which this colt is afflicted is said to be 
nothing new and no worse now than it was 
when the son of Altamax and Recreation 
was winning races. In fact, it Is spoken of 
as a slight imperfection, and, as the Derby 
seems likely to be run in the mud, in which 
Rockaway is thoroughly at home, the chest- 
nut colt must be given a great chance if heis 
elected to carry the orange and blue, with 
green cap, in preference to Toledo. 


Cascine May Be Discarded. 

Possibly both colts will start, in which case 
the entry will be a decided first choice inthe 
betting. Cascine may be discarded, as his 
races since Christmas have not been good. 
In his best form he would be a rival worthy 
any of the 3 year olds around here now that 
Bearcatcher is out. 

Boots & Hollenback have seven Derby en- 
tries, but there is no intention to start a 
second string to Formaster. If nothing hap- 
pens to him before the afternoon of the race 
he will be a good enough candidate for any 
man, and they are apt to have a bad time 
trying to beat him at the end of that mile 
and a quarter journey. 

M. J. Daly, who won last year’s Derby with 
his now famous colt Claude, made four en- 
tries for Monday’s race, but Duke of Rich- 
mond died the day after he arrived here from 
the east, Weathergage is laid up with a 
bowed tendon, Play Ball has been fired and 
turned out, and the black colt, Judge, will 
be the sole hope of thestable. Heisapretty 
good sheetanchor, and with J. Daly up thev 
will know they have been to the races if they 
beat him. He fs a good mudder, likes a 
route, is game, comes from behind, and 
finishes strongly, and will go to the post thor- 
oughly seasoned and fit to run as far as any 


of them. 
Lacks Class and Speed. 


Besides all this, he is sure to get a good 
ride. He may not have quite so much class 
as some of the others—he certainly has not 
s0 much speed—but he will be rtinning on 
when a lot of them feel like stopping.

Mendon must have improved wonderfully 
since his St. Louis races if he ts to win a 
Derby, but A. F. Dayton has another candi- 
date in Wenrick that is worthy of considera- 
tion and is said to be a much better colt.

WINS CITY RAILWAY HANDICAP 
AT NEW ORLEANS TRACK. 


Race Is Not Truly Run, as Huzzab, 
Which Finished Second, Was Given 
Worst of the Start—Tribes Hill Is 
Favorite and Lands in Third Place 
After Making a Stubborn Fight— 
Event Is Feature of a Good Card— 
Result of Other Races. 


New Orleans, La., Feb. 20.—[Special.J— 
The City Railway handicap, which featured 
a good card at the Fair grounds today, was 
productive of a sparkling contest and a close 
finish, but not ofa truly run race. Count’'Em 
Out won by a neck from Huzzah and Tribes 
Hill, the favorite, was a close third. 

The race was for 3 year olds and upward 
at a mile and a sixteenth, and it brought out 
a field of eight, in which the consistent little 
horse, Tribes Hill, was given the post of 
honor by being assigned top weight of 117 
pounds, and was conceding weight to all the 
others. In making Tribes Hill favorite little 
attention could have been paid to the recent 
performances of Huzzah and Count ’Em Out, 
both of which had shown races above the 
ordinary within the last week. 

When the barrier was‘sprung Huzzah was 
standing sideways.and had to take much the 
worst of it in going after his field. The rest 
of the field went to the first turn in compact 
form, and there was much crowding, but 


nothing which could be called foul interfer- | 


ence. When the horses got straightened 
away on the backstretch, Count 'Em Out, 
Favonius, and Lev.-Dorsey were fighting 
for the lead, and upon them devolved the 
task of making the pace, Huzzah having 
meanwhile raced up to the field. 


Favonius Gives It Up. 


Favonius dropped out before six furlongs 
hac been run and on the turn Huzzah and 
Tribe’s Hill got up to a contending position, 
while Count 'Em Out shook off the con- 
tenders and took a lead of three lengths. It 
was in the run home that Huzzah and Tribes 
Hii! begwan to make trouble for the leader. 
In bearing down upon Count ’Em Out, Huz- 
zah slightly interfered with Tribes Hill and 
at the same time hurt his own chances. 

Huzzah wore steadily down, but found the 
distance a trifle too short and failed by a 
neck of getting up. Tribes Hill made a 
stubborn fight at the finish and managed to 
land third, a neck in front of Lev Dorsey. 
Huzzah, with anything like an even break, 
undoubtedly would have won. 

The shipments for Hot Springs will begin 
today, when there will be seven or eight car- 
leads of horses sent to the Vapor city. 
Others will follow tomorrow, and it is expect- 
ed there will be a few straggling shipments 
next week. 

The day began with an accident to Jockey 
Huston, who had the mount on Sneer in the 
first race. In a false break Sneer ran away 
three-quarters of a mile, and in pulling up 
at the lower turn crushed the jockey’s leg 
against the rail. After a delay of fifteen 
minutes Rutter was substituted. Trossachs, 
who has been anything but a good performer 
in her recent races, had the betting call, but 
was at no time a factor in the race. Ball 
Hornet, a new comer, who was backed for 
a good thing, made all .the running, and in 
a drive at the end managed to stall off Phi- 
ora, another long shot. 

Conundrum was clearly the class of the 
field which went to the post In the six fur- 
long selling race, and he was given strong 
support at the favorite’s price, Claremont 
being the second choice. Both were outrun 
in the early pacemaking, but got to the front 
together at the top of thestretch and hooked 
up for a drive to the finish. Claremont might 
have won, but Walsh was content to draw 
the finish fine, and took a margin of a neck 
for his mount at the end. : 


Winner Bid Up to $1,200. 

Conundrum was entered to be sold for

DEATH OF A NOTED TROTTER. 


The Abbot Passes Away at the Scannell | 9 


Farm After a Sickness of 
Two Days. 


Fishkill Landing, N. Y., Feb. 20.—[Special. ] 
—The Abbot, 2:0814, John J. Scannell’s ex- 
champion trotter, died suddenly at the Scan- 
nell stock farm near here last night. The 
Abbot had been ill for only two days, suffer- 
ing from inflammation of the bowels result- 
ant upon a cold, and his death was a severe 
shock to his trainer. 

Mr. Scannell was in New York at the time, 
and did not even know the horse was ill. 


He came to the farm today and arranged to 


have the horse, for which he paid $26,500, 
buried on the farm beneath 4 monument in- 
scribed with his time—2:038\4—age, and name 
of owner. 

It is said Mr. Scannell recently gave a 
man $1,400 to have the horse insured in Lon- 
don for $20,000, but that the man kept the 
money, and has not been seen since. Mr. 
Scannell is said to have been negotiating 
for another policy, but it had not been se- 
cured. He said tonight he recently refused 
an offer of $40,000 for the horse from E. EB. 
Smathers. The Abbot wasll yearsold. Mr. 
Scannell bought him four years ago of C, J. 
Hamlin of Buffalo.

MEDAL GOES "0 JOHNSON. 


MAKES HIGHEST INDIVIDUAL 
SCORE AT Y. M. C. A. MEET. 


Monthly Handicap Contest. at Central 
Gymnasium Results in Some Excel- 
lent Sport and Close Finishes, che 
First Places Being Captured by Long 
Mark Men as a Rule—H. J. Handy 
Takes Honors in Swimming Races— 
New Record by F. J. Sullivan. 


Carl Johnson captured the silver médal for 
the highest individual score at the monthly 
handicap meet of the Central Y. M. C. A. 
last night with 11 points. George Lundell 
was a close second with 10 points, and W. H. 
McGan came third with 9. The silver medal 
for the high score in the aquatic events was 
won by H. J. Handy, who took first place in 
the 220 yards, 440 yards, and underground 
swims and third in the 110 yards. E. P. 
Swatek was second with 11 points, and J. 8. 
Brownlee Jr. third with 9. 

The track and fleld events were closely con- 
tested, but the majority were won by men 
with big handicaps. The best performance 
of the meet was the victory of M. Bi: Welling- 
ton in ‘the twenty yards dash, with only 1a 
foot and a half handicap, defeating McGan, 
who had four feet handicap, in a close finish. 

The 220 Yards dash was won by G. R. 
Stevenson, who had a handicap of thirteen 
yards. 

A Thompson was first in the quarter mile, 
running from a handicap of thirty-three 
yards and finishing well ahead of Swisky. 


| The half mile run brought out a good fight, 


the event being in doubt until the end, where 
Thompson won by less than a foot. C. L. 
Johnson ran a good race in the mile and had 
little trouble in winning. Arthur Haigh, the | 
crack little Central runner, was not entered 
in the two mile, and the event went to C. 
P. A. Peterson, who had a handicap of one 
and a half laps.

In the underwater swim for distance the 
world’s record was broken by F. J. Sullivan, 
scratch, who covered 228 feet, breaking the 
record of 219 feet held by Dr. J. C. Adams 
of the New York Athletic club. The event 
was won by H. J. Handy, who had a handicap 
of ninety feet.

That 
time limit expired today, and the National 
league's claim is that it has been ready to 
held such conference but the American 
league has not.

There has been considerable talk recently

Hanlon is’ bent on getting First 
Baseman Dillon, who is also wanted by the 
Low Angeles club, which claims to have a 
contract which antedates Hanlon’s w.... the 
same player. It is charged that the Los 
Angeles contract was dated back with the 
consent of the player, who desires to stay 
on the coast, but this, of course, “cannot be 
proven. Hanlon is even willing to buy the 
player, so as to get rid of Jack Doyle on 
first base, but Los Angeles refuses to sell, 
and Hanlon is said to have returned from 
the coast in no peaceful frame of mind. 

It would be folly to destroy the chance 
of peace for a single player. No player is 
worth it. It would be foolish for the minors 
to overthrow the work of the envoys and 
eontinue warring with the ‘coast.

HANDICAP FOR YALE OARSMEN. 


Ice in Harbor Will Make Three Weeks’ 
Difference at Least in Work 
of the Crews. 


New Haven, Conn., Feb.“20.—[Special.]— 
{ndications now are that the Yale crews will 
be at least three weeks late in getting on the 
harbor for their first outdoor rowing of the 
spring. The second week of February is the 
usuul date for the oarsmeén to leave the gym- 
nasium, but the harbor is frozen over with 
the thickest coat of ice it has worn in sixty 
years,’and ice plows are used to keep the 
channel clear. 

Only a remarkable tnaw can break up the. 
ice in the harbor enough in two weeks to get 
the oarsmen on the water by the first week 
in March. All that the oarsmen have done 
since they reported for work in January has 
been to row in eights on the new machines 
which have been installed in the gymnasium. 
Three crews have been working daily, and 
the varsity squad numbers twenty-eight. 

As the oarsmen have grown accustomed to 
the machines the wdrk has been lengthened 
and the eights are given about twenty min- 
utes each afternoon now. ‘Phe eights are 
made up in a different order each day, and 
no first varsity crew has yet been formed. 
Capt. Cros, Daiy, Whittier, and Miller, the 
oarsmen who have rowed in races agaénst 
Harvard in former years, have been on dif- 
ferent crews, as their recitations have hap- 
pened to come, and no first eight in point of 
merit will be picked till after the squad 
leaves the gymnasium.

Madison, Wis., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—With-

The high school board of control took 
measures last week to suppress the sudden 
tendency to mistreat officials. This is the 
first year since basketball was first taken 
up by the local high schools that there 
has been uwuny real trouble between offi- 
cials and players, but the prompt action 
of the board will cause as sudden discon- 
tinuance of the trouble as it was unexpect- 
ed in starting. Unfortunately Referee 
Brown of the Central Y. M. C. A. figured 
in each of the cases,, but he was backed 
by the board members even of the offend- 
ing schools. When the local board ruled 
Fish of Hyde Park and Gerhardt of ..e- 
dill out of athletic competition for a year 
it showed the other players that it meant 
business, and it is not likely that any more 
troble will occur, as few of the players care 
to end their athletic ambition. 


Blame Principals for Delays. 


Members of the high school board took 
exception to an article last week which 
blamed the board for the constant delays, 
changes, and postponements of the various 
indoor sports. The board members do not 
deny that there is plenty of cause for com- 
plaint by the boys, but the blame is laid 
to the principals. They claim that during 
the last year the principals have interfered 
in such a manner that every time the board 
does anything which any of the principals 
objects to, protest is raised and a whole new 
plan has to be arranged. 

‘““We are now mere figureheads,”’ said one 
member of the board last week. ‘‘ We are 
appointed by the principals themselves to 
govern the athletic contests in the local 
high schools, but there is little we do that is 
not vetoed by the principals’ association. 
The principals, as a body, do not know the 
first thing about sports, and yet they are al- 
ways trying to run things. We plan some 
rules or some methods of carrying on an 
event and then the principals object. Things 
would be different if we were allowed to run 
things to suit ourselves. When the new 
rules which have now been discussed by the 
principals for three months are passed the 
principals will have more power than ever. 
But I think they will have so much that 
they will want to give away a good part of 
it, and then the board will refuse to take it.” 


Next Preliminery Track Meet. - 


The first of the three preliminary track 
meets was held yesterday. The second is 
scheduled for next Saturday night. and the 
schools which will compete will be Thornton 
Township, South Division, Calumet, Yniver- 
sity High, and North Division. The meet 
probably will be the best contested of the 
three preliminary events, as both North Di- 
vision and University High have strong 
teams. The strength of Thornton is un- 
known, as the school is a newcomer in local 
athletic circles. South Division has a num- 
ber of good men, but the team fs not up to 
the standard of the last few years. 

The struggle between the North Division 
and University High athletes is expected to 
be interesting throughout.

Mr. Billings, for in- 
stance, has always made it a rule that as 
g00n as a horsé passes to his ownership any 
claims against the animal shall be paid at 
once and-in full, although it is well known 
that he never permits his, horses to perform 
for money; and ‘therefore Such action was 
mot necessary. Mr. Devereux, who is gen- 
erally regarded as the best amateur driver 
in the world, is constantly called upon dur- 
ing the racing season to drive horses whose 
owners desire to obtain the benefit of his 
ekill, and the Clevéland man has been quite 
inthis respect, frequently 
taking the reins over an animal that had no 
chance to win, simply that its owner might 
be pleased.

Rule in Regard to Clubs. 

With men of the Billings and Devereux | 

@tamp to represent the amateurs at the con- 
gress, it was not a hard matter to secure 
legisiation of the right sort, and rule 41 was 
amended to read as follows: 
_“ Amateur @riving clubs in membership 
fwith this association’shall not be considered 
as regular members who give public meet- 
‘ings, and their matinée races shall be con- 
sidered as only trials of speed, but they shall 
be amenable for any violation of the rules. 
Amateur driving clubs in membership with 
this association and with the National 
League of Amatéur Driving ‘clitbs shall be 
permitted to*give one year, |‘ 
not exceeding three days’ duration; at-which 
they. may charge gate admission. . 

“An amateur is defined as’a min who 
has never accepted wages or hire’ for his 
services as trainer or driver.”’ 

Other important changes in the rules were 

Rule 5, section 2, was changed to read as |.

“ A horse-shall not be eligible if the time 


greater distance; that is, a horse having 

made two miles in five minutes shall take 

a record of 2:30 and be eligible to a 2:30 race, 

but not for a race limited to horses of a 

slower class than that.”’

of the New Regulations. 
A brand new rule is as follows: 
~“*TIn case of a sale, lease, or transfer of 
control of any entered horse during the 
progress of a meeting at which he has an 
engagement, said transfer must be imme- 
diately recorded in writing to the secretary 
of the member over whose track the race 
fs to take place. The secretary shall notify 
the judges of the race of the transfer, and 
they Shall cause the same to be publicly 
@nnounced and posted on the judges’ stana 
at jeast two hours before the race. Any vio- 
Jation of the rule shall subject all offending 
‘parties to ‘ine, suspension, or ex pulsion.”’ 
This is probably the most important 
amendment adopted, and a story goes with 
the action of the congress. During the last 
year or two it has been the practice of at 
least. one heavy bettor on harness racing to 
protect ™ his poal box investments, when 
uch action was possible; by purchasing 
ycauring the progress of a race any horse 
that he fancied would suit his book. There 
Was a case of this sort last stimmer at one | 
‘of the eastern tracks that called the atten- 
‘tion of some prominent horsemen to the 
matter, and it was at that time determined 
‘to frame a rule that would prevent such 
practices in the future. The amendment 
or addition to rule 59, as originally pre- 
pared and agreed to by both the national 
‘and American associations, was as follows: 


Drastic Remedy for Evil. 

“No horse sold or bargained for, condi- 
tionally or otherwise, after 7 p. m. of the day 
preceding an engagement is eligible to com- 

pete. Any person violating this rule shall 
expelled,” 

This was a dramatic and complete remedy 
for the evil complained of, but after the 
congress went into session it was found 
that the sentiment of that body was not in 
favor of adopting the rule as - originalty 
drawn, and the amendment given above was 
substituted. As the matter now stands, it 
is doubtful if the rule will always work well, 
for the reason that, apparently, nothing is 
gaid regarding the sale of a horse during 
the progress of a race. which was exactly 
the point sought to be covered. It is true | 
the rule says “during the progress of a 
meeting at which he is engagégd.”’ but it is 
plain no two hours’ posting could be done 
in case a horse was bargained for after the 
race was begun, and in the opinion of some 
people familiar with turf law it would be 
difficult, under the above rule, to convict and 
punish a man who had violated fts intent, if 
not its letter, in the most flagrant manner. 

The “ dope ” question, including the use of 
electric batteries, which latter contrivance 
was used to some extent by a couple of

race,’’.is. held to be entirely too general. 
“ Prior to’’ a race might mean the day be- 


fore or the week before, and it is argued that 
some time limit should have been specified. 


Rule 35 Is Changed.

Had any alteration been made in the weight 


rule and otherimportant changes made, such 
a call would have been sent Out, the con- 


gress being held about March 15, in order 
that in making entries to stakes horsemen 
would not have been handicapped by racing 
under two sets of rues, but as ‘the rule 


changes made by the national association 
are of minor import so far as racing during 
the coming season is concerned, there is no 
chance for trouble. The American associa- 
tion probably will assent informaly to the

There is a story going the rounds that a 
certain snow path horse that has been per- 
forming with reasonable success in Chica- 
go this winter is not all that it seems to 
be. A year or so ago.a hobbled pacing geld- 
ing with a mark a trifle below 2:09 was sold 
at auction and bought by an eastern man, 
who shipped him to New York from Cleve- 
land, where he was bought. A little later 
it was reported in some of the papers that 
the pacer had been sent to Europe, although 
what a man would do over there with a 
hobbled sidewheeler was not clear. At all 
events, the mater rested in that shape un- 
til, some months later, a man who was thor-. 
oughly familiar with the horse, saw him in 
New York City. He spoke to the party 
who had bought the pacer at Cleveland, but 
the identity of the horse was denied. 


Find Horse in Sales Ring. 

Not many months after that the same 
Cleveland man was in a sale ring when a 
horse masquerading under an entirely dif- 
ferent name from that of the hobbled pacer 
was sent into the ring and sold. Curiously 
enough the men who had the animal in 
charge asked a well known professional to 
show the horse, which he did.. The minute 
he alighted from the cart he said toa friend: 
“Why, that’s old ——."+ 

“ Certainly it is,’’ was the reply. 
him the minute I set eyes on him.”’ 

Then. they, hunted up the men who had dis- 
posed of the horse. ‘‘ Isn't —— good enough 
to. sell under his own name?” they asked, 

But the othér people were, not to, . be 
trapped. They, denied the identity of. the 
herae, and when the yeland men offered 
to bet them $100 to $20 as often as they liked 
they made some excusé about not being 
gamblers and the talk ended. But once‘the 
horse was-safely out of. the sale building 
they were ready to bet, and so eager were 
they that it dawned on the Clevelanders 
that probably the other fellows had two 
hubbled pacers near enough alike in looks 
to deceive the average man, and this belief ; 
they have not lost. The horse sold in the 
ring under the wrong name was of course 
fast enough to hold his own in almost any 
brush, while his counterfeit in looks and ac- 
tion had no great 


May Yet Cause Trouble. 


Both horses are saidto be owned here. The 
really good one, the talk goes, has been on 
hand when there was an event of real impor- 
tance to be contested, and he has won. The 
slow ome comes out when it is not desired to 
win, and the result is that some money has 
been lost by people who supposed they were 
backing the fast horse, when in reality they 
were down on a slow one that looked enough 
like the fast one to fool them.

Starr’s Men Capture Every Match in 
Chicago and Take Home Fully 
$2,000—Local Records. 


When Capt. Charley Starr and his four 
clever bowlers from New York defeated 
Leyy’s Stars‘at Bensinger’s alleys Friday 
night *they added another feather to the 
cap of their captain. Ih anything like a big 
match in which he has had charge of the side 
Starr has never yet met defeat, and his 
winnings run to several thousand dollars. 

As far as Chicago teams are concerned 
Starr and his men have go less than seven 
victories to their credit, three of these being 
against all Chicago combinations.

At 
Cleveland a week ago the New Yorkers won 
a five game series in  hollow-fashion,. the 
Chicago men conceding the match after 
their opponents ‘had secured a lead of 516 
pins at the end of the fourth game. This 
contest wag for a_purse of $500. 

This week Starr and his men have been in 
Chicago, and in their first engagement de- 
feated the Ansons, the national champions, 
by 102 pins in five games for a.purse of $500. 
Then they tackled O’Leary’s men for three 
games, and won by 209 pins. This netted 
them $325, as Starr would not congent to 
meet ex-ghampions on thejr. own alleys at 
even money, and O’Leary had to post $75 
more than the New Yorkers did. Not con- 
tent with his first showing, Anson arranged 
a second match with the visitors, and, 
though his men did better work and made 
the best showing of any of the local teams, 
they Jost by 57 pins, and Anson was out an 


edditional $200.

ENGLISH FAVOR MIKADO. 


Sealskins May Become Higher in 
~ Price if Sea Rights Compli- 
eations Continue. 


“Ottawa, Canada, Feb. 18«-[Special Corre- 
Spondence.)—Whilst English speaking Can- 
is all for Japan, as a British ally, French- 
Canadian sympathy, unless every indication, 
Public and private, is misleading, is taking 
‘ghape for Russia, the ally of France, as un- 
‘Wiistakably as it did for the anti-British 
gide in the Boer war. 

It would therefore be a ticklish thing just 
now for the government of Canada to allow 
the idea to go forth that the British war of- 
fice authorities can count on Canadian troops 
for service in Asia if the mother country is 
eventually drawn into the conflict. For this 
reason, all offers of service from military 
men who are under the impression Canada 
May before long be asked to codéperate with 
Great Britain in the far east are discouraged. 

The question of furnishing Canadian gar- 
rison for the imperial stations on the At- 

‘Tantic and Pacific coasts, releasing British 
troops now doing duty there, if required, is 
a different affair, and as a purely defensive 
‘Measure would not be likely to meet with 
serious opposition from the French-Canadi- 
ans in the province of Quebec. 

“The military authorities in Canada have 
for a long time been aware that a call might 
come from the imperial government to oc- 
cupy the garrisons, and they will be found 
when the proper time arrives fully prepared, 
down to the minutest detail. 


Army Officers Would Aid. 

During the last week officers representing 
very branch of the defensive forces of 
Canada have been at headquarters offering 
for duty in any capacity that may be de- 
sired, to go into garrison, to act as military 
Attachés at the seat of war, or to organize 
@ body of troops for the front. They might 
@asily have ascertained without coming to 
the capital that precautionary measures for 
the garrisons were settled. 

The reports of the imperial military at- 
tachés in the far east will be at the service 
Of the Canadian minister of militia, as a 
Member of the imperial defensive commis- 
sion in close touch with the British war of- 
fice authorities, and any idea of raising 
troops to fight for Japan, with France a pos- 
sible enemy, at Russia's side, and Lloyd's 
charging a 30 per cent. premium on the risk 
of war between Great Britain and France 
Within six months, is for the moment out of 
the question. 

What might occur, if France and Great 
Britain were really drawn into the vortex, 
With all English speaking Canada pulling 
one way and all French speaking Canada the 
other, one shudders to contemplate. 

“The treaty between Canada and Mexico 
which Sir William Mulock has béen attempt- 
fig to negotiate with President Diaz, con- 
i¢mplates the establishment of a line of 
Sieamers between the two countries. The 
proposal is that both governments shall 
unite in the payment of sufficient subsidies 
io enable the steamers to keep up regular 
eemmunication, afd that reciprocal tariff 
@advantages be given on an agreed list of the 
productions of each country for which the 
Other furnishes a market. The list is nota 
long one, but it includes products in which 
Ganada is a competitor in«ethe world’s mar- 
lets with the United States, particularly in 
fron and steel. « 


Canada Hears of Itself. 

If Canadians have not yet quite realized 
they possess a great country, it is not for 
want of being told. Readers of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier’s speeches may have noted the com- 
parisons he has supplied between the United 
States and Canada, to the disadvantage of the 
former. Speaking at Montreal of the flatter- 
ing statements so constantly being made as 
to the prosperity of the United States under 
a@ protective tariff, it will be remembered, he 
gaid, there was a greater country than the 
Tinited States on the face of the globe, a coun- 
try richer in natural resources and with 2 
more promising future before it, and so forth 
@nd so on, and that. country was Canada. 

Then the leader of the opposition, R. L. 
Borden, entered the lists, and in a speech 
pitching into the government for playing into 
the harris of the United States in the trans- 


continental railway projeet and transporta-: 


tion matters, described Canada as ‘the 
@reatest undeveloped country in the world 
g@nd one of the richest.’’

EXTREMELY DULL IN STOCKS. 


Professional Traders Early Abandon 
Attempts to Keep Market Mov- 
ing—Whole List Heavy. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—(Special.)—Ex- 
treme dullness ruled the stock market today 
and a holiday tone prevailed throughout the 
trading session. There was absolute stag- 
nation at times, and even professional trad- 
ers abandoned the early attempt to keep the 
market moving. Attendance was limited by 
the approaching holiday and there were so 
many uncertainties in the speculative situa- 
tion that traders were disposed to Nmit their 
commitments and await developments. 
While the market generally was heavy, there 
was not the specific weakness which might 
have been expected in view of the London 
cables. That market was extremely weak, 
consols selling at the lowest price in years. 

Paris advices told of practical demoraliza- 
tion there, and, in fact, great uncertainty 
prevails in the French capital over the mon- 
etary situation and helped to disorganize 
the London market. Trading on the London 


curb after the close of the regular market 


reflected more fully the adverse influences, 


as severe breaks were made in the principal 


stocks traded in there. Money and dis- 
counts were reported harder in London be- 
cause of fears of impending failures on the 
continent. Should any of these failures 
occur, the London market would receive a 
severe setback. 

Specific stocks here presented little inter- 
est. Rock Island preferred was the weakest 
feature of the market. Industrials, includ- 
ing Steel preferred, Amalgamated Copper, 
and American Sugar Refining, fluctuated 
within narrow range. Hard coal stocks 
showed little change. Pennsylvania was 
steady and showed some good buying. St. 
Paul, after an initial recession, steadied and 
acted well throughout. Specialties were neg- 
lected and manipulation was not in evidence. 
Canadian Pacific was weak at the opening 
and did not rally with the rest of the market. 
There was some activity in Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit, but it inspired little eee in that 
stock.

T may always have been so, but tt is spe- 
clally true today that the world is produc- 
ing a higher type of womanhood than of 
manhood. In all our towns and cities 
there are more young women whom you 

would welcome to your homes as daughters- 
in-law than young men whom you would 
Welcome as sons-in-law. 

There are reasons why this is so, but there 
ie no excuse that it is so. There is nothing 
in the world so well worth looking after as the 
boy, and there is no being in the world 80 neg- 
lected as the boy. There is little place, scant 
room for him. He is welcome to the home asa 
baby, and he is welcome as a man, but there 
is scant welcome for him as a boy. 

We chaperon our girls, and not too care- 
fully; but we leave the boy to choose his 
associates and his environments with much 
a@vice and little guidance.

where boys are invited.

The trouble with the boy who needs the 


influence of the reform schoo! is that he is 


not fit for the family life, which all are 


agreed is best for him.

is not to be compared to the years and years 
of imprisonment which, without this home, 
this same smal) delinquent might spend in 
prison as the dependent prisoner of the 
sta 


A boy who is a subject for the reform 


' school under the charge of the court and of 


the probation officers, has a disease. If 
allowed to run at large in the city he will 
spread that disease wherever he goes among 
other boys. The place for a disease is in a 
hospital, and the St. Charles Home for Boys 
ir the hospital to which these small offenders 
from all over the state will be sent. Ninety 
out of every 100 of these oan be saved when 
taken to such places as the parental school 
and to the home at St. Charles. Yet in the 
Pontiac reformatory there are children un- 
der prison guard who are scarcely 10 years 
old. As it is now, such boys do not have 4 
show, but they will have it when the 1,000 
acre farm at St. Charles is complete and 
when the boys’ head and hand are both ap- 
pealed to by his unquestioned interest and 
responsibility in the farm. 

At the present time $100,000 is available 
and the state will have appropriated $300,- 


‘000 to the same home, opening it to every 


county in Illinois. When the home is done 


’ there is not a county in the state that cannot 


make a place for its boys that are out of 
place, putting the boy under the supervision 
of probation officers who may be merely the 
town marshals in the small towns, the patrol- 
man in the smaller cities, or some public 
spirited person who would be glad to take 
up the work for love of humanity. These 
officers may be under the circuit courts of 
the counties and the juvenile court law be 
made effective all over Illinois. As to the 
probation officer in Chicago, it may be said 
that he is one of the strongest allies of the 


court and of the law. I have found that\ 


through the intelligent probation officer 
many children who may not be reached in a 
moment through themselves, finally are 
brought around because of the effect of the 
probation officer’s influences on the home 
itself. 

» Thirteen judges are now sitting in the 
Criminal court on the north side trying crim- 
inal cases. It will be cheaper for the state 
to prevent the criminal than to punish the 
crime after it has allowed the boy to grow 
into it. Ohio has made a place for some 
of her neglected ones at Lancaster. and 
Philadelphia has made another. There are 
to be places for our boys when it ts brought 
home to the state just what a profitable in 
vestment the whole system Is. ;

portion of education. When the trouble had 
biown over the youngster sought solace in 
the operation of a lathe and jig saw that had 
been rigged up for himinthe basement. But 
with the usual luck of a convalescent boy, 
both lathe and saw got out of order past 
working them. 

There is a husky sort of bulldog in the 
house which is part watcher of the premises 
and in part the playfellow of the children 
The anima! got loose and had come into the 
room when the boy went after him. The 
bulldog retreated hastily, backing into a 
dark corner under a table and hugging the 
wails, refusing to be dragged out or coaxed 
out. And all this on the part of the boy 
could be regarded only as indications of his 
returning normal good health and spirits 
of which so many parents and teachers in 
ali times have complained. 

From the point of view of the school in 
Ohicago. it may be said that 80 per cent of 
the children assembling in the schoolrooms 
of the city are not of the book loving types. 
These must be given something more than a 
book and a task out of the book. There are 
mahy person making the charge of “' fads ” 
against the schools when they are ignorant 
of what @ school needs to be for the boys

The time was when it was considered 
that there was no culture value in manual 
training: that laboring with one’s hands 
might have even the opposite effect upon 
the child. But it is not true of the boy who 
is full of animal spirits, often you can reach 
his brain only through his hand. As an 
animal he has a pair of legs and a pair of 
arms that need to be tired out before he 
can go home from school with composure. 
and be ready and willing to go to bed when 
he has had his dinner 

Manual training will give the necessary 
exercise to his arms and hands, while the im- 
petus that] has been given by the schoo) 
teacher to play and to the results of playing 
have given the boy a new /ife in the school. 
Once the playground in the school premiises 
was regarded as something only to be tol- 
érated by thé teacher; now a teacher en- 
courages playing by his own presétice on 
the grounds, provided there be a need for 
Lim there. Public playgrounds in the city 
have done much for the boys of the con- 
gested quarters, both in providing the exer- 
cise needful to growth and spirits, ana inci- 
dentally weaning them from some of the 
emall activities and depredations of which 
a neighborhood might have occasional cause 
te complain. 

Let the domestic ede of Chicago Wok to 
the opportunities of the boy before we get 
him, and I think we shall be able to prove 
that there is a place worthy of his efforts in 
the public school system. .

Shaw's statement “that there is no 

place for the boy ”’ is true—at least so 

far as it concerns the city boy. I hardly 

think that would apply in as full a sense 
to the country lad. My experience with boys 
in both city and@ country leads me to believe 
that the country possesses the greatest moral 
advantage for the growing boy. Fathers 
and mothers in the city often make the ex- 
cuse that they have no time to get acquaint- 
ed with their children. The duty is laid upon 
them neveértheless. I know a few mighty 
busy men in the cities who have mafe op- 
portunities to get in intimate relations with 
their children, and they have never found 
cause to regret it. 

Our city streets are througed with boys 
whom the general populace seems to regard 
as fifth wheels. Still, there are some bright 
cases. In these days every city hae its boys’ 
ciubs, junior Y. M. C. A.s, ete, In some in- 
stances these places are crowded to over- 
flowing, but in most cases they could fur- 
nish accommedations for many more.’ Nev- 
ertheless, if all these places were crowded 
they cuuld not hold all the boys. 

As @ Girect result of parental neglect every 
city has its gangs that are rapidly recruiting 
the reform. schools. How I wish I could get 
evety one of these boys, for whom there 
rsxems to be no place in the Junior republic 
at Freeville! But thie is impoesibie, for we 
are already filled to our capacity. | 

Perhaps one of these days we will have 
republics enough to accommedate all ‘the 
boys who apply. Under the republic system 
boys eoon find a place if they have any 
*ginger’’ in them whatsoever. The beet 
way to uplift a boy le to give him a chance 
to lift himself. In the-Junior repubiic, which 
is @ mindature of the United States govern- 
ment, the boys, or citizens, make and en- 
force their own laws, buy and sell, and engage 
in all the activities of real life. This, to- 
gether with ample time for schooling and 
plenty of football, baseball, and other athletic 
sports, not forgetting opportunities for social 
and religicus life, accomplishes the desired 
results every time

T’S a farcry from the Scrubwomen’s 
union to the Teachers’ federation, and 
yet between these two extremes lies the 
history of ‘‘ Trades Unions in Petticoats “ 
in Chicago. 

There are few branches of labor in which 
women are employed in Chicago that are not 
unionized, The words, “ walking delegate,” 
“wickets,’’ and “strike,” are as 
familiar to the Chicago working girl as to 
the working men. 


. 35,000 Women Organized. 

There are scores of labor unions in Chi- 

cago whose membership is made up entire- 
ly of women. There are the United Garment 
Werkers with 8,000 members, the Paper 
Boxmakers with 5,000, the Laundresses’ 
unfon with 2,500, the Cracker Packers with 
1,100, the Sausage union girls with 2,600, the 
Retail Lady Clerks’ union with 1,500. Then 
there are the Lady Coremakers, the Tele- 
phone and Switchboard Workers, the Wait- 
reeses’ union, the Suspender Workers, the 
Feather Dusters’ union, the Brass Foundry 
Girls, the Scrubwomen’s union, and the 
Amalgamated Association of Miscellaneops 
Restaurant and Hotel Employés. There are 
many others, and probably 35,000 Chicago 
girls and women are enrolled under the ban- 
ner of trades unionism. The servant giris 
and the stenographer girls have not organ- 
ized yet, but they may.

With two exceptions there is no line of fem- 
inine industry in Cook county today which 
is not more or less theroughly unionized.

That they both want to be organized 
has been proved by the partial success of 
several attempts to do so, but their time is 
coming, say the prophets. : 

Leaders Prove Ability.

The list Includes the names of Helen Lind- 
strom, the organiser and walking delegate of 
8,000 garment workers; Mrs. Mary McDer- 
mott of the Scrubwomen’s union. Josie 
Schroeder of the restaurant and hotel em- 
ployés, Mrs. Loulse Kilbourn of the Teachers’ 
federation, Amelia Enke, president of the 
garment workers; Anna Schofield, president 
of the candy dippers; Lottie “azelott of the 
Waitresses’ union; Lilly Harkins, spitfire,” 
as her friends love to call her, of the core- 
makers; Mae Nihil of the suspender workers. 
and many others. “ These women are on tne 
square, and dead game, too,"’ is the favorable 
comment of John Fitzpatrick, organizer of 
the Chicago Federation of Labor. They have 
proven themselves possessed of wonderful 
executive ability, endurance, and self-con- 
trol. They are the equals of men in offensive 
as well as defensive warfare. They organize 
unions, preside at massmeetings. order 
strikes and boycotts, and manage lockouts 
with the trained intelligence and remorse- 
less logic of men. And no two of them are 
‘alike, either in social environment, manners, 
or methods.

Wages Increased Everywhere. 

As a direct result of these organizations 
the wages of women have increased from a 
minimum of 10 to a maximum of 40 per cent. 
Their working day has been reduced from a 
basis of sixty hours a week and upwards toa 
maximum limit of fifty-three hours per week, 
with ample pay for overtime. 

Child labor has been totally abolished in 
those industries where it has been the most 
tlagrant, and in the few instances where it 
yet remains it is doomed to an early death, 
so unremitting is the war being waged 
against it. 

Along with these have come radical sani- 
tary improvements, targer, better lighted and 
better ventlated rooms and workshops, anda 
better allotment of holdays and half holdays.

JENNIE X. ¥. Z.: “ Please give me some dainty 
fruit salads for Lenten luncheon.’’ salad: 
Turn back a strip of the peel of a large and perfect 
banana, scoop out most of the pulp with a fruit 
knife or small spoon. The short, thick variety of 
banana, either yellow or red, is best for this pur- 
pose, Prephre a mixture of thinly sliced banana, 
shredded orange, or grape fruit, seeded and peeled 
white grapes, and a few kernels of English wal- 
muts or pecans in small pieces. In their season 
stoned cherries may be added. All must first be 
mixed in a bow] with a generous supply of dress- 
ing, and after the yellow cases are filled with the 
saiad each must be laid on lettuce leaves. These, 
like the apples, must be prepared a short time be- 
fore using. Apple cup! Choose large, 
apples and hollow out each with a skill that leaves 
it @ perfect cup, the walls thick enough to avert 
@anger of breaking, yet not so thick as to be clum- 
sy. The blossom end of the appie is at the bottom 
of the cup. Into the cup put a mixture of tiny 


cubes of tart apple, with an equal quantity of fine- 


ly chopped celery and one-fourth the quantity of 
English walnut meats broken into bits. With 
these i¢ mixed @ mayonnaise, a heaping spoonful 
of which also crowns the filled apple. This must 
be placed om a curly lettuce leaf just before it 
goes to the table. 


CANADIAN: “Is it necessary to answer at 
home, wedding, and reception invitations?'’ When- 
ever it will be a convenience to the hostess to know 
how many guests to expect answer the invitation. 
Whether an invitation toa church wedding cere- 
monial is answered or not makes no difference to 
any one provided the church is large enough to 
accommodate all who are invited; but it makes a 
great difference to a hostess to know how many 
guests to plan for in ordering the elaborate menu 
of a wedding reception at so much a head, or in 
preparing a home repast or in planning for a 
home wedding where she has to consider the num- 
ber of people that the rooms will hold. On the 
same order of invitations are those to a garden 
party, a wedding anniversary, a christening, or a 
large reception where probably an elaborate menu 
will be ordered. Always give the hostess the 
benefit of the doubt when considering whether or 
not to answer invitations to these kinds of func- 
tions. It is a different matter when an invitation 
to tea, days or one day at home is received. An 
entertainer who serves but tea, bouillon, or choco- 
late, sandwiches and cake need not know just how 
many people to expect. If she provides a little 
more than is necessary of the conventiohal order 
of refreshments served at teas and days it isnota 
serious matter. To this there may be exceptions, 
as when one with limited means and no facilities 
for entertaining may want to know how many 
people are coming to a small tea, and if ever a 
regular note of invitation is received asking one to 
come to tea it is imperative to answer it. Answer 
every invitation that requires one on a small sized 
sheet of note paper, wording it gracefully and 
concisely. Never use a ye card. 


LENTEN LASSIE: ‘*‘ What is proper to read 
during Lent?’ Lenten reading does not necessarily 
differ widely from the reading appropriate to other 
seasons except among those by whom the devo- 
tional opportunities of the season are prized.

The winner of the trick 
eads the next time, and so on until the thirteen 
tricks are played. The object of the game is to 
avoid taking any trick containing a heart. There 
is no trump suit, and tricks do net count as in 
whist; but each trick must be kept intact until the 
close of the game, when each player reports how 
many hearts he has taken and must deposit in the 
pool one chip for each and every heart. If one 
player has taken thirteen Nearts he must pay 
thirteen chips into the pool, which is divided among 
the other players. If only one player has captured 
no hearts he takes all the counters fn the pool. If 
two or more players have captured no heart cards 
the pool is divided equally among them; any odd

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FAMOUS WHISTLER | 


PICTURES: To BE EXHIBITED BOSTON, 


HARACTERNS TIC E2 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 20,—[ Special. heth- 
er the late James McNeill Whistler will stand 
1) years from now as the greatest artist .of 
his time. in some respects the greatest of all 
time. according to one group of critics, is 
doubtiess a question that must be left to the 
next century to settie, but it is safe to say that 
the death of few gréat artists of any period 
has been followed by such a far reaching 
wave of interest in their work. 

in this country a most significant example 
of this general interest appears in the Whist- 
ler memorial exhibition, which will be opened 
in this city on Feb. 28, under the auspices of 
the Copley society. |. 

The exhibition will certainly eclipse ail 
previous undertakings of the same manage- 

ment, A large number of valuable canvases 
by by. Mir. Whistier from London and Paris, 3s 
well as from various American cities, have 
been loaned the society for the four weeks 
of the present exhibition. 

The world’s largest Whistler collection will, 
in fact, be brought together temporarily in 
an American rather than in a European 
city, where one might have expected to find 
it. The portraits,.for example, will include 
evéry one owned in this country, with a single 
exception which cannot be moved from its 
place in the Wilstach museum, owing toa 
clause in the gift that placed it there; and of 
the most important portraits in Europe only 
three will be absent. 

A. word should be said ahout the Copley so- 
clety, an organization which first came into 
more than local prominence some six oreight 
Years ago, though as a distinctly Bostonian 
® society it is:much older. There-is probably 
no other art association in the United States 
just like fit. .It was founded as a club of 
students back in the period when people in 
Boston knew less than they know now of 
what art study is like and when about the 


+ only picture exhibitions were those housed 


In the venerable Boston Atheneum, and in 
that. historic playhouse, the Boston Museum, 
which was lately torn down. 


One of the most famous of its recent exhi- 
bitions, in point of general interest, was the 
one given over some years ago to the work of 
John S. Sargent, the eminent portrait painter, 
whose name has been so often coupled with 
that of Mr. Whistler through the eimilar and 
intensely American spirit that has dominated 
their work in European capitals. 

Mr. Whistler, indeed, was born in Massa- 
chusetts, a fact that makes it peculiarly ap- 
propriate to have the present gathering of 
his paintings and etchings in the chief city 
of his native ftate. The exhibition will, in 
fact, be both a memorial toa great artist and 
# unique opportunity for American art lovers, 
who are coming together from all over the 
country, to see the originals of his works 
about which so much has been written, 
though so few—comparatively—have been 
publicly exhibited on this side of the Atlantic. 

All told, this remarkable exhibition will! 
include 150 or more paintings and between 300 
and 350 etchings, dry points and lithographs,

‘Pittsburg, Baltimore, Montreal, Washington, 
St. Louis, and other cities. HBvery well known 
American collection of Mr. Whistler's work 
‘will be represented, and, with perhaps three 
exceptions, every one of the pictures that 
have been most discussed by art lovers will 
be brought temporarily to this city. 


Among them are the “‘ White Girl,” 
in 1868 and declared by a recent art writer to 
be the beginning of the artist's true develop- 
ment, as well as many of the beautiful “* Noc- 
turnes in which.the artist illustrated. his 
own theory that*‘‘ as music is the poetry of 
sound so is painting the poetry of sight.”’ 

It is naturally out of the question, in 
space, to mention any but a few of. the de- 
talls of an exhibition that will: covér ‘the 


entire life work of an artist who, to.quote _ 


the recent words ofa well known connojs- 
seur of art, “has not outclassed Phidias, Ses- 
shu, Ririomin, Giorgione, Velasquez, 
chael Angelo, and Nobuzane. 
perhaps, come-nearer than any one of them 
to blending all the characteristic exdellen- 
cies into a eingle broader art.'’

One of the World’s Greatest. 


HE international exhibition at Lon- 
don just finished is pronounced one 
of the most successful ever held. It 
was held in a new gallery especially 
arranged. One of the novelties was 

two rooms hung in white, one for paintings, 
the other for drawings and prints, usually 
placed in the cellar or some out of the way 
corner. Some painters thought it took the 
color out_of their pictures, but on the whole it 
worked Well. By concentrating and intensify- 
ing the attention it brought out the effect. A 
third room was green, the ight tempered by 
a velarium—an invention of Whistler’s. 

The exhibit which absorbed the attention 
(was Rodin’s “A Thinker.”’ a Titan brood- 
ing, with knees drawn up, the body bent in a 
powerful curve. His chin is in his hands, and 
he is lost in the great thoughts that are sup- 
posed to govern the world and its affairs.

Costly Task of. the Man Who 
Makes Footwear for the 


i 
HOES at $50 to $100 apiece may be 
suggestive of extravagafice to those 


who have not the necessity for them... 


But out ofa quiet, unostentgtious little 
shop in Fifth avenue, just. under the 
thunderous rumblings of trains om the loop 
structure, dozens of people have come with 
tears of gratitude in their eyes, even after 
having paid such prices as these‘for a single 
shoe. | 
“We make both feet look alike,” is the 
motto of the shoemaker, and only those 
unfortunates. who have suffered physically 
and. mentally from feet that are not alike, 
may realize what it is at last to lay aside 
even crutches because of the shoemaker’s 
art. 

Out of the observations of fifteen years, 
this shoemaker has discovered that in every, 
8,000 of population there are seven feet de-' 
formed to a degree attracting notice of the 
public; one person in eyery 100 of population 
should have one or both his shoes made to 
order; and one person in every 400 suffers 
from a short leg, varying from one-fourth 
of an inch to fourteen inches—the average 
deformity of the kind showing three and one- 
half to seven inches short. 

With these pronounced deformities in feet 
and legs appealing to the expert and to 
layman alike, it is another story when the / 
game expert in shoemaking declares that 
not one person in 1,000 has two legs exactly 

the same length, or two feet exactly the 
game size, or two hands that measure toa 
shade for the same glove. 


Feet Vary in Size. 
“Ordinarily the.foot of a person is larger 
on the right side if he be right handed,” is 
the observation of the shoemaker. “If the 
person be left handed we look to find the left 
foot, as well as the left hand, the larger. 
The larger foot is from one-sixteenth t¢ one- 
eighth of an inch longer than the other. 
Acrogs the ball of the foot the same relative 
seth anne holds. At the same time the 
left leg may be a shade the shorter in the 
right handed person, and the right leg the 
shade shorter in the person who is le 
nanded.’ Up to one-fourth of an inch th 


shortness does not figure, but beyond that it} 


does.” 

From the point of view of the shoemaker 
who makes a specialty of footwear for the 
deformed, the general public is grossly neg- 
lectful of its feet. The corrective’influences 
of the scientific shoe have not been appre- 
ciated. A person who hag been unable to 
wajk for years without the use of crutches 
may be able to leave them in the shop where 
ae gets his first fitting pair of shoes. 

The commonest ill among those who suffer 
from mismated limbs is the shortening of 
one leg. Fourteen inches difference between 
the length of a right and left leg in an adult 
is about the limit; and to make 4nd adjust 
a shoe for this short leg that will leave two 
normal shoes resting easily and naturally on 
the ground and looking as much like mates 
as is possible to a shoe making machine, 
calls for sqmething approaching professional 
art in the shoemaker. To be a shadow out 
ef balance, the foot on the shortened leg will 
leave the wearer a cripple still, while reach- 
ing an exact pressure and balance is to ac- 
complish more than surgery, perhaps. 


Take a Look at Your Feet. 


To know just what your feet are like, put 
them down on a piece of white paper; rest 
your weight evenly upon both, and trace 
the outline of each'bare member with a pen- 
cil,. following the lines of the feet closely all 
round. To take both these diagrams into 
court before a jury of laymen you might 
finé it difficult to prove that both ged | 
to you. 

One of the most prominent and common) 


will be found at the ball, just back of the 
big toe. Perhaps the next lumpy promontory 
will be at the outer side of the foot; justa 
iittle forward of the ankle joint. This will | 
ave come from that‘common Ill, the break- 
ing down of the arch of the foot. Another 
oddity of outline may result from the fact 
that the toes of the feet do not touch the 


sixteenth to perhaps more than a quarter of 
an inch. 

In general the enlargement of the:ball of 
fhe fopt is due to a shoe that is too short, 
pressing back upon the point of the toe, 
while the pressure from the narrowness of 
the shoe does the rest. Breaking down the 
arch of the foot most frequently comes from 
a heel that is misplaced on a shoe or from 
the lack of a heel of proper height In shoes 
of the young, or occasionally from defects 
in the bony structures of the individual.

_ Spring Heels for Children. 

* Much has been said about the spring heel 
for children,’’ says Mr. Larson. but 
the idea can be overdone, while the tirades 
against the French heel'are cut of all pro- 
portion to its evils. The idea that the French 
Hee} is one of the best correctives for the 
evils of the spring heel shoe is enough to 
Stampede some of the dress reformers, but 
the statement is true and practical. 

“ Most children are left too long in spring 
Heel shoes—which really are shoes without 
heels. The result of this lack of heels is 
too often the breaking down cf the arch of 
the foot and spoiling the foot shape in every 
way. The best remedy for this condition is 
the wearing Of French heels, which by rea- 
eon of their height and position under the 
rch of the foot, will reinstate the instep in 
two years if the condition be at all curable.

‘etical grounds which of these nutrients sup- 
plies the necessary energy, although.this is, 
however, not the case from. the standpoint

The main function cae sugar as found in 
the blood, whether resulting from the diges- 
tion of sugar or of.starch, is believed to be 
the production of heatandenergy. The proof 
has been amply furnished by experiment. 
By ingenious devices the blood going to and 
from a muscle of a living animal may be 
analyzed, and it is thus shown that more 


‘Hhiood traverses an active or working muscle 


and more sugar disappears from it than 
is the case with a muscle at rest. 

The question naturally arises, How does 
the sugar of our food differ from starchasa 
source of muscle power? The fact that we 
have in this manufactured article practically 
he Same substance as that which results 
from the digestion of starch as found in 
Vegetable foods at once suggests its substi- 
tution for starch to the advantage of the 
system, since it does not burden the digestive 
tract and less force is required for its di- 
gestion. To decide this question much care- 
ful laboratory work has been carried on 
since 1893, when Mosso, an Italian investi- 
gator, first examined the influence of cane 
sugar in lessening fatigue. This he did by 
ihe use of the ergograph, an instrument de- 
Yised by him for testing the work done by 
certain muscles of the hand. He found, asa 
result, that sugar in the food, in not too 
great quantities and not too concentrated, 
lessens or delays fatigue and increases work- 


ing power.

clusion to be drawn is that in smali 
doses is well adapted. to help men to perform 
extraordipary muscular labor.’”’ He advises 
practical tests of his results on a large scale 
in which small amoynts of sugar.in some re- 
freshing drink, as lemonade, will be given 
to men fifteen or twenty minutes before they 
begin a piece of hard work or at the first 
signs of exhaustion. If the sugar is to be 
taken in solid form he recommends chocolate 
as the best medium. The application of 
these results to the food of soldiers who. 
may be calléd upon for extraordinary exer- 
tion In marching or fighting is evident. ; 


According to our present knowledge, the 
value of sugar as a food for muscular work 
may be briefly summarized as follows: 

1. When the organism is adapted to the 
digestion of starch and there is sufficient 
time for its utilization, sugar has no ad- 
vantage over starch as a food“*for muscular 
work except as a preventive of fatigue. 

2. In small quantities and in not too con- 
centrated form, sugar will take the place, 
practically speaking, weight for weight, of 
starch as a food for muscular work, barring 
the difference in energy and in time required 
to digest them, sugar having here the ad- 


3. It furnishes the needed carbohydrate 
material to organisms that have as yet little 
or no power to digest starch. Thus, milk 
sugar is part ofthe natural food of the infant. 

4. In times of great exertion or exhausting: 
labor, the rapidity with which it is assimilat- 
ed gives it certain advantages over starch. 

This latter quality, which renders it more 
rapidly available for muscle force, may, per- 
haps, account for the fact that sugar is so 
relished by people who are doing muscular 
work and by those of active habits, as chil- 


dren. 
~~ 

The American farmer ranks high among 
agriculturist ape a rapid and enduring work- 
er, and his c6nsumption of sweets is known 
to be large. The same is true of lumbermen 
and others who work hard in the’ open air. 
Col. Henry Browne, quoted by Dr. Harley, 
says: 

“Tumbermen of Canada, than whom no 
finer or more muscular men exist, eat a great 
deal of sugar in the form of molasses. They 
fill their milkless tea with it, make cakes 
with it, and even add it to-their fried fat salt 
pork, which is the only meat they get during 
the whole time they are in the woods cutting 
lumber, and this is practically half the year, 
their diet when at home being much the 
same.”’

A manicure, if she understands her business, can cure 


many diseases of the nails, prominent among which is. the 
biting of the nails. This is a nervous 


trouble but one that can be controlled by Biting Is

nine and other bitter substances. But 
the recent schools of manicuring advise the treatment of the 
hails themselves. A nail that is polished perfectly smooth 
so that it feels iike glass to the teeth will discourage the 
one who is inclined to bite them. Many persons are nervous 
and forget‘and need only to be reminded in order to quit bit- 
ing the nails. 

Again there are persons who nibble at the sides of the 
nails. This makes callous marks, which in time become hard. 
The callouses are cut away only to form again, until at 
each side of the nail there is a spot which closely resémbles 
acorn. This little lump disfigures the finger tips and is 
apparent, even when gloves are worn. 

“If a woman with ugly hands could have her hands well 
manicured and could then incase them in gloves and keep 
them in gloves for a month, her fingers. could come out 
beautiful,” gaid a woman who treats the hands of society 
women, “ But,’ added she, ‘“‘this is impossible, so we get 
along the best way we can.

Benzoin in water—say about ten drops to a pint of warm 
water—will act as a whitener, while’ benzoinated vaseline is 
second to nothing in healing and whitening. Hot water, 
made into a thick lather with plain, good, Qily soap, is fine 
for whitening the hands, especially if a teaspoon of borax 
powder is added to a quart ‘of water, with six drops of am- 
monia.
